Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-32 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is 
allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art of record, considered individually or in 
combination, fails to fairly teach or suggest a method of input offset voltage 
compensation in a the bipolar different amplifier comprising, among other limitations, a 
novel and unobvious limitation of "coupling a trim current source to a trim resistances, 
the trim current source comprising a plurality of proportional to absolute temperature 
current source components individually controllably switchable to the trim current source 
output, each contributing a respective trim current component to the trim current source 
in a binary progression" structurally and functionally interconnected with other limitations 
in the manner as cited in claims 2-7. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 8 is 
allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art of record, considered individually or in 
combination, fails to fairly teach or suggest a method of input offset voltage 
compensation in a bipolar different amplifier comprising, among other limitations, a 
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novel and unobvious limitation of "coupling a trim current source to at least one of a 
resistive loads, the trim current source comprising a plurality of proportional to absolute 
temperature current source components individually controllably switchable to the trim 
current source output" structurally and functionally interconnected with other limitations 
in the manner as cited in claims 9-16. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 17 is 
allowed over the prior art of record. The prior'art of record, considered individually or in 
combination, fails to fairly teach or suggest the bipolar different amplifier comprising, 
among other limitations, a novel and unobvious limitation of "a trim current source 
having an output coupled to at least one of a trim resistances, the trim current source 
comprising a plurality of proportional to absolute temperature current source 
components individually controllably switchable to the trim current source output, each 
contributing a respective trim current component to the trim current source in a binary 
progression" structurally and functionally interconnected with other limitations in the 
manner as cited in claims 18-23. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 24 is 
allowed overt the prior art of record. The prior art of record, considered individually or in 
combination, fails to fairly teach or suggest the bipolar different amplifier comprising, 
among other limitations, a novel and unobvious limitation of "a trim current source 
having an output coupled to at least one of a trim resistances, the trim current source 
comprising a plurality of proportional to absolute temperature current source 
components individually controllably switchable to the trim current source output, each 
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contributing a respective trim current component to the trim current source" structurally 
and functionally interconnected with other limitations in the manner as cited in claims 
25-32.
